If may not be generally known that notes 
aturing on Christmas Day this year will 
e payable on Monday, the 28th inst. When 
urprise was expressed at an announcement 
o this effect seen in the office of a trusl 
company in Philadelphia, on Friday, the 
paying teller explained that such a condi- 
tion never before occurred in Pennsylvania.

Agreeably Imprcwed. 


Before Rev. Dr. John Watson, (Ian Mac 


Laren) took his departure for Europe he 
took occasion to say that while he would 
not publish any book upon his impressions 
of America, he would likely write sketches 
for publication upon points that had in- 
terested him. Of bis ten weeks stay here he 
said : 


"I return to England with a profound 


sense of the kindness and intelligence of the 
American people. 
I have found in your 


people in every section a lively concern in 
and a sincere appreciation of art and litera- 
ture. 
I observed this no less strongly in 


the West than in the East, in Chicago as 
well as in Boston. And particularly I was 
struck with the sprightliness and vivacity 
of American women.

found one matter, however, (hat 


surprised me. 
your officials.

Value nf a Kisli Diet In Bringing AhcTit 


Intelluctnul Ucvclopmunt. 


It is a homely saying tliat a fish diot, on 


account of tho amount of phosphorus sup- 
posed to bo found in fish, is most flosirablo 
for thosustonimceaud benefit of those whe 
use tlu'ir bruins. 
Thoro Is a general opin- 


ion thnt flali is the food for inoti of genius; 
but, tlnuith this claim has ropeatedly boon 
disputed, fish dioc continues to find favor 
auiODK many persons. 
Tlio Saturday Re- 


view IKIS recently tjikon up a controversy 
with fnmo of ttio British inodicul journals 
on this subject, and in the course of It de- 
clares that "the style aud character of Dr. 
Johnson remained the same whether he 
drunk loimmado and tea or port and 
punch." On champagne and ortolans, tho 
writer adds, Burns would have written 
neither bettor nor worso Chan on collopa 
and toddy. 


This oontrovorsy has revived some in- 


quiry into tho matter of lish as a diet 
apart fioin tlio effects produced upon cele- 
brated individuals. It Is afaot well known 
and n<it disputed that professional fisher- 
men ort> not notod for intellectual aotivity. 
Tho Cornlshinen of England, tho Brittany 
fishermen of Franco and the Newfound- 
land fishermen of North America, to say 
nothing of tho fishermen of tho Jersey 
coast, t he Long Island coast or of Mussn- 
chusetts, do not rival tho graduates of os- 
tablislird universities in forensic debates or 
bibllolngicul controversies. In Germany, 
for instance, the consumption of flsh to 
tlie inhabitant averages 8 pounds a year. 
In Portugal the average Is 12 pounds, 
and it will not be contended that tiie Por- 
tuguese «ro, generally speaking, mare in- 
tellectual than tlie ponpln of Germany. 
The consumption of fish in Norway is far 
In excess of what it is in Italy. Tho aver; 
ago consumption of flsh in cho city of Parili 
is 80 pounds to the inhabitant a year; In 
the lar^'O cities of Hnssla ot which records 
arc preserved tho ovoriige is 60 pounds, and 
It is not easy to establish from those fig- 
ures any equation which would show that 
the consumption of flsh is favorable to tho 
iLiontnl development of the Inhabitants. 


Them is one benefit which fish possesses 


over other elements of diet—it retal us more 
of Its substance in boiling. One hundred 
pounds of beof boiled shrinks to 67, 100 
pounds of mutton boiled to 76, 100 pounds 
of flsh liollcd to 04, On tlie basis of nu- 
tritive ^aluo, taking beof ns the standard, 
codfish represents 08, turbot 85, herring 
100—tho same as beof—and salmon 108, n 
little more. Fish in moderation is prob- 
ably as desirable a food as any, but an ex- 
clusive flsh diot is not particularly favor- 
able, s, i far as thoro nro records at hand to 
show, tn tho development of intellectual 
qnalitii'i of individuals who on beefsteak, 
oatmeal or wiener schnitzel are unable to 
pluck from tho hand of fame the laurels of 
triumph oil the paths of prose or poetio 
composition, campaign oratory, political 
economy or art, to say nothing of inusia 
and architecture.

John Kills, u farmer living in Lower
